3,700,000 at Work 
In State; Business 
Rise Slowing Down 


California’s total employment and 
individual incomes continue at 
slightly higher levels than a year 
ago, but increase over last year’s 
record breaking heights is narrow- 
ing as the seasonal activity peak 
approaches, according to the Cali- 
fornia State Chamber of Commerce. 

This report sees some indices 
levelling off on this high plateau— 
|moderately under last winter’s 
peaks—and others in gradual down- 
ward trend. 

3,700,000 WORKERS 

“Manufacturing employment rose 
to about 735,000 in July, the report 
stated” 

“Seasonal expansion of lumber 
and food processing in June was in- 
sufficient to offset continued lay- 
offs in aircraft plants, shipyards, 
machinery, furniture and some 
other durable goods plants. Apparel 
industries employment rose slightly 
in June, while the high levels in 
petroleum production and refining 
continued in June and July. 

“Civilian employment at the end 
of July was about 3,700,000. 
BUILDING INCREASES 

“California cities in June issued 
building permits totalling $76,453,000 
—1l17 percent above May, and 30 per- 
cent higher than June, 1946. 

“Northern California cities showed 
a 25 percent overall increase above 
June, 1946 building permit values, 
and larger increases were shown by 
Berkeley, Richmond, Sacramento, 
Stockton, Modesto and Bakersfield. 

“About 70,000 new dwelling units 
were completed in California during 
the first six months of 1947, com- 
pared to about 100,000 during all of 
1946, evidencing progress in easing 
housing shortages.

“Tasmuch as the Taft-Hartley 
law recently enacted is now the 
law of the land and one under 
which we must live, we have 
found a way of making that life 
just a little easier,” the AFL and 
CIO signers declared jointly. 


Poll Finds Labor 
Changed Public's 
Attitude on T-H 


NEW YORK (LPA)—Anti-union 
Congressmen who engineered the 
Taft-Hartley law have learned that 
organized labor can do a smart, 
swift and effective education job of 
the American public when it is 
aroused to the task. 

During the Senate and House 
hearings on the legislation, the anti- 
union Congressmen frequently 
baited labor witnesses with the fact 
that various public opinion polls— 
all of which labor leaders distrust— 
showed a majority in favor of re- 
strictive legislation. 

But the recent Gallup Poll proved 
conclusively—if the Congressmen 
still accept the polls as accurate— 
that the educational job done by 
labor in the closing weeks before 
enactment of the law and in the 
weeks following had sharply altered 
public opinion. 

Although the poll showed that 
there is still an enormous public 
ignorance of the provisions of the} 
law, the tally found that 52% of 
the Democrats and 22% of the Re- 
publicans disapprove of the law. 

Seventeen percent of the Demo- 
crats and 53% of the Republicans 
approved the measure, but under} 
the heading “qualified and no opin-' 
ion” were 31% of the Democrats 
and 25% of the Republicans. 


East Bay Industry 
Workers Pass S.F. 


Alameda county now has a greater | 
number of industrial workers than 
San Francisco, and combined fig- 
ures for Alameda and Contra Costa 
counties far exceed San Francisco, 
announces Harold D. Weber, gen- 
eral manager of the Oakland Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 


Industrial workers in Alameda 
county number 47,900, and in Contra ; 
Costa county 17,700, making a total 
of 65,690, as compared to San Fran- 
cisco’s 46,880. 

Weber made this statement in 
presenting the semi-annual report 
of the Alameda New Industries 
Committee to the City Council. The 
report declares that industrial ex- 
pansion in Metropolitan Oakland is 
surpassing that of any other area 
in the West. 
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1,000,000 Railway 
Workers Pressing 
20 Cents Demands 


CHICAGO (LPA)—The nation’s 
biggest wage arbitration case—in- 
volving 1,000,000 workers in “non- 
operating” crafts on the railroads— 
has swung into another week of 
hearings here. 

Representatives of 17 unions, 
speaking for the 1,000,000 employes, 
submitted a mass of testimony be- 
fore a six-man arbitration board in 
support of their demand for a 20c- 
an-hour wage increase, retroactive 
to April 25, 

Meanwhile, the “operating” crafts, 
those engaged in direct train, en- 
gine and yard service, also indi- 
cated that a wage increase drive 
may be in the offing. 

Up to now, five Brotherhoods rep- 
resenting nearly 400,000 workers in 
these crafts, have been concentrat- 
ing on demands for changes in 
working rules. 

However, general chairmen of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen, 
at a conference in Cleveland, voted 
in favor of launching an immediate 
movement for wage increases also. 
President A. F. Whitney of the 
Trainmen said the question will be 
submitted to the four other Broth- 
erhoods to determine whether a 
combined wage-rules movement 
should replace rules alone. 


Extend Sales Tax, 
City Council Votes 


The Oakland City Council voted 
Tuesday to continue the city sales 
tax after its scheduled expiration 
date of September 30. Final action 
by the Council is set for the meet- 
ing Thursday, August 21. 

Councilman Pease said that while 
he had campaigned against the sales 
tax, if it were not continued, it 
would be necessary to raise the 
property tax. Councilman Lantz 
said that he hoped a general equali- 
zation of property taxes could be 
made later, but that in the mean- 
time, he would vote to continue the 
sales tax. 

Mayor Smith and Councilman 
Weakley also voted “Aye.”

jing to the United States Bureau of 
| the Census, 1,240,000 women, or 8% 
jof the total woman labor force, fell 
‘into this category in February 1946. 

In families where the children 
are older, a greater proportion of 
the wives are found in the labor 
foree. Thus, while in families with 
children under 6 years of age, only 
9% of the wives worked, in families 
with children ranging between 6 
and 18 years of age, 22.5% of the 
wives worked. Where there were 
no children, 23.9% of the wives 
worked. 


Despite the removal of wartime 
pressures which brought an _ in- 
creased number of women into the 
labor market, the number of women 
in the labor force has continued 
to increase. Thus, in May 1947 there 
were 400,000 more women in the la- 
bor force than-there were in May 
1946, 


Although there has been constant 
pressure on the part of the trade 
union organizations for “equal pay 
for equal work,” the earnings of 
men were still on an annual aver- 
age, more than twice those of 
women. The latest census figures 
available (1945) show that the aver- 
age annual wage for men, in all 
occupations combined, was $2,073; 
for women, this was but $961. 

This discrepancy is partly ac- 
counted for by the fact that large 
numbers of women are employed 
in occupational classifications pay- 
ing lower wages, and also because 
many women do not work full time 
the year through.

WASHINGTON (LPA)—Manage- 
ment must recognize two general 
principles in any campaign aimed 
at increasing workers’ productivity, 
23 AFL and CIO leaders, members 
of the Labor Committee on Na- 
tional Policy of the National Plan- 


loaded with dubious items. 

“Suspicion on this score—no mat- 
ter how petty the questioned items 
may be in dollar terms—must be 
avoided. Many of the practices with 
which labor is charged are also | 
petty; and, without regard to the 
importance of either, workers are 
prone to regard the one as justify- 
ing the other. 

“The second principle is that the 
passing on of the benefits of in- 
creased productivity must be equit- 
able and reasonably clear and cer- 
tain Workers want higher 
productivity to mean higher wages 
and lower prices. 

The statement found that “There 
is recent evidence that a strong up- 
turn in productivity is now under 
way, one which may well equal or 
even exceed the striking increase 
follewed the first war. 

“It is not too well known that, 
starting in 1920, the second year 
after the end of hostilities, produc- 
tivity in manufacturing increased 
19% a year for three successive 
years.

olic University of America, Edgar 
A. Warren, who has retired as di- 
rector of the U.S. Conciliation Serv- 
ice, said that experience has “taught 
us that labor-management relations 
problems cannot be properly han- 
dled by law, edict or regulation.” 
What is needed, he said, is “the cre- 
ation of an atmosphere of mutual 
cooperation and assistance, as op-| 
posed to an atmosphere of animos-| 
ity.” 

“Too often punitive measures cre- 
ate bitterness and remove the pos- 
sibliity of labor and management 
working together towards mutual 
objectives. Too often regulations, no 
matter how well intentioned, create 
suspicion,’ Warren pointed out.

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MANEUVERS OF SHELLEY’S 
FOES PROVE HE’S NEEDED 


Some of the maneuvers resorted to by the 
minority anti-Shelley forces at the recent State 
Federation of Labor convention in Sacramento 
made it plain how essential it is that a man of 
Shelley's type take the helm of the AFL in 
California. 

There are two principles that Shelley stands 
for clearly, and both of them are very impor- 
tant. 

The first principle is that the true organiza- 
tional and strategic need is for the use of in- 
telligence and good public relations rather than 
for the descent to outworn primitive tactics. 

The second principle is that organized labor 
as a whole is going to have to put up a fight 
against both the reactionaries and the Com- 
munists, and that no one group in organized 
labor is absolutely free from either of these 
elements. 


Consider the first principle a moment—that 
the true organizational and strategic need is for 
the use of intelligence and good public relations 
rather than for the descent to outworn primi- 
tive tactics. 

The phrasing of this principle is our own, but 
anyone familiar with Shelley's career knows 
that it expresses his policy. 

There are always some people who assume 
that the human cranium was made to butt with 
rather than to think with. But organized labor 
can't butt its way out of the difficulties con- 
fronting it in this complex world. 

Such butt-brained folk also assume that “‘the 
public be damned” is sound tactics—in the face 
of the rising tide of public opinion against labor 
which gave the reactionaries their opportunity 
to put over the Taft-Hartley Act. 

We need organization, and we need strat- 
egy; we need organizational work that will 
comprehend the fact that we are trying to save 
civilization, not send it back to savagery; we | 
need strategy that is grown up, able 
modern conditions, not the strates 
gangs out on the back lot hurling bric 
other. | 

Consider the second principle—that organ- 
ized labor as a whole is going to have to put up | 
a fight against both the reactionaries and the | 
Communists, and that no one group in organ 
ized labor is absolutely free from either of these 
elements.

Nothing can stop the endangered AFL, the 
endangered CIO, and the endangered Railway 
Brotherhoods, from voting against those who 
voted in the Congress and in the Legislature 
for the Taft-Hartley Act and for State laws 
trying to outdo that Federal Act. They're sure 
to vote together on this, and they're sure to 
vote together for some candidates to replace 
the Congressmen and Legislators they are vot- 
ing together to oust. 

Now, the same people who think of brick- 
bats and butt-brains as sound organizational 
strategy seem to think that if you just call the} 
entire CIO a Communist outfit, you have mag- 
ically solved the political problem confronting 
organized labor. 

Certainly there are Communists in the CIO, 
in the AFL, and in the Railway Brotherhoods. 
And we do believe the CIO has picked up more 
of these red spotted fever ticks while going 
through the industrial underbrush than have 
the two other big groups in organized labor. | 

But reactionaries are a problem as well as 
Communists, and the CIO has been able to 
call attention to some serious infiltrations of 
reaction into the AFL and the Railway Broth- 
erhoods—and if CIO observers had _ been 
around the Sacramento convention, they might | 
have claimed that some of their suspicions were 
confirmed when they saw some of the maneu- 
vers made by a minority against Shelley!

At the Town Meeting of the Air 
held in the S.F. Auditorium the 
other night all the main speakers, 
no matter how much they disagreed 
on other points, talked as though 
no third party had ever succeeded 
in America. Former Representative 
Outland, Democrat, for example, 
said flatly: “Third party movements 
have never succeeded in this coun- 
try.” Lieutenant Governor Knight, 
Republican, used almost the same 
words. 


But surely in our earlier history 
the Whig party rose as a third 
party, in a sense, and the Repub- 
lican party later, just before the 
Civil War. It is true that in the 
first case the Federalist party had 
pretty well collapsed, leaving room 
for the Whigs, and that in the sec- 
ond case the Whigs had collapsed, 
leaving room for the Republicans. 
But at least, in those cases, NEW 
parties emerged, whether they could 
technically be called “third” parties 
or not. 

And it is conceivable that ulti- 
mately the Democratic party, as an 
alliance of Southern reactionaries, 
Northern big-city machines, and the 
labor-liberal group, may collapse as 
the Federalists did, making room 
for a new popular party as opposed 
to an obligarchical party. 

But it hasn’t collapsed yet, and 
the vast majority of the labor-liberal 
group seem to figure that a third 
party movement in 1948 would 
simply elect a Republican.
